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Attorney General’s Motion for Clarification of Order 

Comes now the Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, by and through his 

Office of Rate Intervention, and submits this Motion for Clarification of Order. Specifically, the 

Attorney General respectfully requests the Public Service Commission (hereinafter the 

“Commission”) to issue an order clarifLing whether the Commission’s order denying, in part’, 

the Attorney General’s Motion for Rehearing is ripe for an appeal to the Franklin Circuit Court or 

whether such an appeal would be interlocutory in nature. The Attorney General’s motion is based 

on the following facts and the current posture of the case. 

‘The Commission’s order denied the Attorney General’s request that new depreciation 
rates should have been used to reflect appropriate service lives, in order to avoid double-counted 
inflation; to incorporate a 5-year average of experienced salvage expense as part of the 
depreciation expense; and to return to the ratepayers over a 1 0-year period the accumulated 
depreciation balances which have been inflated with excess costs.
